Selectmen's  Report 


The  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

ORGANIZATION.  The  Board  organized  with 
William  B.  Kerigan,  Chairman,  and  Frank  G.  Rogers, 
Clerk. 

APPOINTMENTS:  Thomas  W.  Kenefick  was  ap- 
pointed Town  Counsel;  Harriette  Paine,  Bookkeeper; 
Louis  E.  Chandler,  Burial  Agent ;  David  L.  Bodfish,  Super- 
intendent of  Graves;  James  Summers,  Chief  Engineer; 
Fred  H.  Smith  and  Michael  H.  Davitt,  Inspectors  of  Ani- 
mals; Louis  Leveillee,  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures; 
and  Timothy  J.  Crimmins,  Chief  of  Police. 

The  Selectmen  made  a  contract  upon  the  same  terms 
as  last  year  as  to  service  and  price  with  the  Central  Mas- 
sachusetts Electric  Company  for  lighting  the  public 
streets  during  the  year.  The  Board  is  in  receipt  of  a 
communication  from  the  Central  Massachusetts  Electric 
Company  suggesting  a  raise  of  15  %  in  all  rates  for  street 
lighting,  to  become  effective  January  1,  1921.  It  is  appar- 
ent that  a  larger  appropriation  must  be  made  for  the  en- 
suing year  unless  the  people  are  content  to  accept  a  re- 
duced service. 

The  privilege  of  collecting  junk  within  the  town, 
which  had  for  several  years  been  sold  as  an  exclusive 
right  to  Jacob  Gold,  was  in  the  year  1920  sold  to  12  per- 
sons at  $25.00  each,  amounting  to  $300.00  So  far  as  the 
Board  is  able  to  judge,  it  would  appear  that  the  new  ar- 
rangement for  collecting  junk  is  more  satisfactory  than 
the  old.  There  has  been  no  complaint  that  collectors  have 
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persisted  in  rejecting  all  but  selected  parts  of  the  junk  or 
that  they  have  been  unwilling  to  pay  f  air  prices. 

The  Town  has  had  an  unusual  number  of  claims  pre- 
sented in  the  past  year  for  damage  to  vehicles,  particular- 
ly to  automobiles,  upon  the  public  ways.  One  case,  that 
of  Dr.  A.  F.  Warren  of  Chicopee,  which  came  over  from 
the  year  1919,  was  compromized  by  the  Board  for  $175.00, 
for  the  reason  that  the  liability  of  the  town  appeared 
quite  clear  and  the  question  came  down  to  one  of  damage. 
At  the  present  time  there  are  three  cases  pending  in  court 
against  the  town  for  damage  to  automobiles,  caused  by 
alleged  defects  in  ways  where  a  horse-drawn  vehicle 
would  probably  have  passed  without  danger  or  harm. 
Two  of  these  cases,  that  of  Thomas  D.  Sullivan  and  of  his 
daughter  Mary,  are  soon  to  be  tried  before  a  jury  in  the 
Superior  Court  in  Springfield.  The  Sullivan  cases  grew 
out  of  an  alleged  defective  condition  of  the  lower  river 
bridge  at  Bondsville.  The  other  case  now  in  court  is  the 
case  of  Anna  M.  Quirk,  who  has  brought  action  against 
the  town  for  damage  to  her  automobile  on  East  Street,  or 
the  Ware  Road,  near  the  old  Carmody  place,  in  Bondsville. 
This  case  is  likely  to  be  tried  in  February  before  a  jury  of 
the  Superior  Court  in  Northampton. 

During  the  year  just  passed  the  case  against  the  town 
for  the  death  of  the  Laska  boy  at  the  stone  bridge  in 
Three  Rivers  was  tried.  While  it  seemed  to  the  Board 
that  there  was  no  liability  in  this  case,  the  court  ruled 
otherwise  and  the  jury  rendered  a  verdict  against  the 
town,  which  with  interest  to  the  date  of  payment  amount- 
ed to  $1000.87. 

With  the  large  increase  in  the  registered  vote  of  the 
town  it  may  be  desirable,  if  not  necessary,  to  provide 
a  new  method  for  putting  candidates  in  nomination  for 
town  offices.  And  furthermore  with  no  place  available 
for  the  holding  of  special  and  appropriation  meetings  ex- 
cept the  Town  House  at  Four  Corners  it  may  be  necessary 
to  take  action  in  the  direction  of  having  limited  town 
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meetings  after  the  Brookline  plan,  so-called,  if  a  large  and 
increasing  number  of  voters  are  not  to  be  deprived  of  the 
privilege  of  voting  upon  appropriations  from  year  to  year. 
The  Board  would  suggest  the  advisability  of  appointing  a 
committee  to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  general  sub- 
ject of  town  meetings  and  the  nomination  of  candidates 
for  town  offices  under  the  changed  conditions  that  have 
come  with  the  granting  of  suffrage  to  women.

Report  of  Road  Commissioners 


Palmer,  Mass.,  Jan.  8,  1921. 

To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Palmer : 

The  Board  of  Road  Commissioners  herewith  submits 
its  first  annual  report. 

The  Board  was  organized  with  Thomas  J.  Moran, 
Chairman  and  Charles  A.  Tabor,  Clerk.  Commencing 
April  first,  Sherman  M.  Stebbins  was  employed  as  Super- 
intendent of  Streets.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  re- 
moval of  snow  and  ice  cost  the  town  $1,865.77.  Forty-six 
street  signs  have  been  placed  in  Bondsville  and  Thorndike. 

Bridge  signs,  showing  limit  of  carrying  capacity, 
have  been  purchased  for  all  the  bridges  in  town  and  will 
shortly  be  placed  in  position. 

Three  Rivers,  East  Main  Street.  The  esti- 
Side  Walk    mate  for  this  walk  was  based  on  a  four  foot 

walk.  It  was  deemed  best  to  put  in  a  five 
foot  walk  and  the  work  was  carried  as  far  as  the  appropri- 
ation would  permit.  About  540  feet  of  the  length  origin- 
ally contemplated  was  not  constructed.  We  recommend 
another  appropriation  for  the  completion  of  this  walk. 

Seven  sewer  connections  have 
Sewers  and  Culverts    been    made    during   the  year. 

The  Town  has  been  collecting  an 
entrance  fee  of  $25.00  and  $5.00  additional  for  making  the 
connection  from  the  property  line  to  the  sewer.  This 
$5.00  we  have  found,  does  not  begin  to  cover  the  cost  of 
making  the  connections.  Your  Board  has  therefore 
adopted  the  plan  of  requiring  the  payment  of  $25.00  only 
before  making  the  connection  and  later  rendering  a  bill 
for  the  actual  cost  after  the  work  has  been  done  and  the 
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cost  ascertained.  The  cost  of  five  of  the  seven  connections 
made  during  the  year  is  as  follows:  $31.75,  $27.47,  $19.07, 
$16.22  and  $91.36.  The  work  for  the  other  two  connec- 
tions made  was  nearly  all  done  by  the  property  owners 
and  the  $5.00  charged  and  paid  covered  the  Town's  ex- 
pense. 

The  general  appropriation  for  sewers  in  1920  was  in- 
sufficient and  we  recommend  an  increase  in  the  appro- 
priation for  the  coming  year. 

The  special  appropriation  for 
Bondsville  and  these  two  sewers,  under  Articles 

Three  Rivers  Sewers    No.  13,  37  and  49,  was  found  to 

be  too  small.  Six  hundred  thirty- 
one  feet  was  constructed  in  Bondsville  and  683  feet  in 
Three  Rivers.  The  work  called  for  790  feet  in  Bondsville 
and  930  feet  in  Three  Rivers.  Pipe  and  fittings  purchased 
for  these  two  sewers,  to  the  value  of  $387.10  remain  on 
hand.  We  recommend  the  completion  of  these  two 
sewers  and  an  additional  appropriation  for  the  same. 

There  should  be  on  file  in  the  Road  Com- 
Sewer  plans    missioners'  Office,  available  for  ready  ref- 
erence, an  up-to-date  plan  of  all  sewers  in 
the  villages  of  the  Town,  showing  size,  grade,  depth  and 
location.   We  recommend  that  these  plans  be  made. 

Quite  a  section  of  this  sewer  has  fallen 
Foundry  Street    in  and  it  is  probable  that  200  feet  or 
Brick  Sewer        more  will  have  to  be  relaid.  We  recom- 
mend a  special  appropriation  for  this 
work. 

Eight  hundred  dollars  was  ap- 
Converse  Street  Sewer  propriated  for  this  work  with 
Article  No.  41 — 1920  the  understanding  that  a  right- 
of-way  without  expense  to  the 
Town,  should  be  given  to  the  Park  Street  sewer.  This 
right-of-way  we  were  unable  to  obtain. 
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An  examination  of  all  the  bridges  in  Town  has 
Bridges     been  made  by  Wm.  H.  Brainerd,  Engineer, 
and  his  report  and  recommendation  is  on  file. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Snow,  Engineer,  of  Boston,  made 
Fay  Bridge  an  examination  of  this  bridge,  in  consulta- 
tion with  Mr.  Brainerd.  His  report,  in  part, 
is  as  follows:  "I  have  computed  the  strength  of  the 
Truesdale  bridge  over  the  Quaboag  River  as  well  as  I  can 
and  recommend  that  it  be  posted  as  safe  for  only  5  tons 
gross,  that  is,  load  and  vehicle.  Neither  the  floor  joists 
nor  trusses  can  be  called  safe  for  greater  loads  although 
8  or  10  tons  might  not  break  it  down.  There  is  a  factor  of 
safety  of  scarcely  2%  with  a  5  ton  load.  I  advise  that  the 
replacement  with  a  concrete  structure  be  considered." 

This  bridge  has  been  posted  as  recommended.  A 
conference  has  been  held  with  the  Selectmen  of  Monson 
relative  to  a  new  bridge  and  a  special  article  will  be  found 
in  the  Warrant  relative  thereto. 

The  carrying  capacity  of  this  bridge 
Blodgett  Bridge  recommended  is  not  over  6  tons.  In 
October  several  of  the  Chestnut  joists 
were  broken  and  the  bridge  was  closed  to  traffic.  Repairs 
have  since  been  made  and  the  bridge  is  now  open. 

A  conference  was  held  with  the  Selectmen  of  Brim- 
field  and  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  that  if  possible  the 
bridge  should  be  abandoned.  It  seems  unnecessary  to 
maintain  a  bridge  at  this  point. 

Reference  is  made  to  a  special  article  in  the  1921 
Warrant  looking  to  the  abandonment  of  this  bridge. 

This  is  a  good  two  span  wooden  bridge 
Rogers  Bridge    with  a  carrying  capacity  recommended 

of  6  tons.  It  is  so  situated  that  we  be- 
lieve all  the  traffic  over  the  Blodgett  bridge  can  well  go 
over  this  bridge  with  little,  if  any,  inconvenience  to  the 
public.  The  approach  to  this  bridge  on  the  Palmer  side 
should  be  raised  and  improved  and  we  recommend  that 
this  work  be  done.

This  bridge  was  also  examined  by 
State  Bridge  Mr.  Snow.    His  report  states  that 

Bridge  St.,  Palmer    "the  top  chords  are  badly  sprung, 

due  to  over-load  *and  that  the 
bridge  should  be  watched  for  further  bending  and  should 
be  limited  to  a  suall  load."  We  recommend  consideration 
of  a  new  bridge  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  of  Monson, 
in  the  not  very  distant 'future. 

This  bridge  has  been  carefully  exam- 
Thorndike  Upper  ined  by  Mr.  Snow  and  Mr.  Brainerd. 
River  Bridge  Some  repairs  have  been  made  and  the 

bridge  painted. 

Contract  for  this  work  was  let 
North  Main  Street  through  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
Palmer  to  Carlo  Bianchi  &  Co.  of  Framing- 

ham,  they  being  the  lowest  bidder 
with  a  figure  of  $44,819.95.  This,  with  necessary  extras, 
will  allow  of  this  work  being  done  inside  of  the  appropria- 
tion. Work  was  started  July  16th  last. 

Concrete  work  was  completed  on  North  side  of  street, 
and  all  work  stopped  for  the  winter  on  December  28th. 

It  was  thought  not  wise  to  put  down  the  bituminous 
surface  on  each  side  of  the  concrete  roadway  until  Spring. 

We  expect  work  to  be  resumed  in  the  Spring  as  early 
as  weather  conditions  will  permit,  and  judging  by  pro- 
gress Contractor  has  made  this  street  should  be  completed 
early  in  the  Summer. 

The  Town  has  expended  to  date  on  this  work 
$24,778.14,  the  State  reimbursing  the  Town  for  one-half 
of  this  amount  for  its  share  of  the  work. 

We  recommend  that  the  unexpended  bal- 
Bridge  Street  ances  for  this  street  be  reappropriated 
Three  Rivers    and  an  additional  appropriation  made 

sufficient  to  complete  this  work. 
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Your  Board  would  call  the  attention  of 
Gravel  Roads    the  Voters  to  the  condition  of  the  Gravel 

roads  built  in  1913.  These  roads  should 
be  scarified  and  about  4  inches  of  new  gravel  added.  If 
these  roads  are  then  well  shaped  up,  rolled  hard  and  oiled, 
we  believe  it  will  be  money  well  spent.  We  recommend  a 
special  appropriation  for  this  work. 

The  large  Road  Scraper  owned  by  the 
Road  Scraper    Town  is  worn  out.    We  recommend  the 
purchase  of  a  new  one. 

The  Road  Commissioners'  Department  could  use 
Truck    to  very  good  advantage  a  small  Automobile  Truck 

if  the  Voters  should  see  fit  to  furnish  one  for 
the  use  of  the  department.

The  report  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  the  year 
1920  would  be  incomplete  if  it  failed  to  give  information 
to  the  voters  as  to  the  efforts  made,  and  the  results  ac- 
complished, by  the  board  in  carrying  out  a  vote  of  the 
Town  passed  under  Article  40  of  the  Warrant  for  the 
last  annual  meeting  regarding  the  sale  of  the  standing 
wood  and  timber  upon  the  land  of  the  Town  near  Palmer 
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Center.  In  November  the  Board  advertised  a  call  for  bids 
in  the  Palmer  Journal,  the  Springfield  Union  and  the  Wor- 
cester Telegram.  The  bids  were  publicly  opened  on  De- 
cember 7th,  and  the  lot  was  awarded  and  sold  to  Levie 
Brothers  of  Westfield  for  $7,650,000,  that  being  the  high- 
est bid  received.  Some  expenses  were  necessarily  incurred 
in  the  making  of  a  survey  and  plan  and  the  employment 
of  experts  to  get  an  idea  as  to  what  would  be  a  fair  selling 
price,  also  for  advertising  the  call  for  bids  in  the  several 
newpapers.  The  total  of  these  expenses  was  $83.06,  and, 
there  being  no  appropriation  to  cover  such  charges,  they 
have  been  paid  from  the  general  fund  of  the  Board.

14th,  1920,  electing  William  Burdick  as  Chairman  and 
Edwin  J.  Duncan  as  Clerk. 

It  was  voted  to  have  all  the  fees  the  same  as  in  pre- 
vious years. 

The  number  of  licenses  granted  was  as  follows: 
1st  to  5th,  none ;  6th  class,  two ;  common  victuallers,  sev- 
enteen ;  Sunday  licenses,  seventeen ;  lodging  house,  four ; 
inn  holders,  five.

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is  now  selling  for  from  $2.00  to  $2.50,  with  a  prediction  of 
a  still  higher  cost.  Our  appropriations  have  not  kept  step, 
by  any  means,  with  costs.  Less  money,  relatively  speak- 
ing, means  less  service ;  less  service  means  less  circulation. 

As  compared  with  most  town  and  cities,  our  circula 
tion  per  capita,  5.7  books  for  each  person,  especially  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  surely  twenty-five  (25)  per  cent."  of 
the  population  cannot  read  and  write  English,  compares 
very  favorable.  Our  library  is  doing,  all  things  considered, 
a  very  fine  "piece  of  work." 


One  of  our  strongest  hopes  for  the  library's  con- 
stantly increasing  use  and  usefulness  is  the  fact  that  so 
many  of  the  children  of  grade  age  are  steady  patrons. 
They  are  acquiring  a  habit  of  reading  that  will,  in  many 
cases,  persist  throughout  life.  Not  only  will  they  be  pa- 
trons for  life,  but  they,  in  turn,  will  be  recipients  of  that 
vast  knowledge  stored  within  the  pages  of  books.  Nothing 
"makes  more"  for  good  average  intelligence  than  wide 
reading.  The  educative  process  is  bound  to  be  in  operation 
if  only  one  reads.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  pre- 
pared and  kept  on  file  in  the  Road  Commissioners"  Office 
a  plan  of  all  sewers  in  the  villages  of  the  town,  showing 
size,  grade,  depth  and  location.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install 
a  stone  curbing  on  the  east  side  of  Main  Street  in  the 
Village  of  Bondsville  from  the  present  curb  near  the 
grammar  school  to  a  point  near  the  corner  of  State  and 
Main  Streets. 

Article  55.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  provide 
additional  school  accommodations,  to  acquire,  by  purchase 
or  by  right  of  eminent  domain,  any  land  or  site  for  a 
school  building  or  buildnigs,  or  for  school  purposes,  and 
raise  money  for  the  same  by  taxation  or  by  an  issue  of 
bonds,  notes,  or  script,  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  therefor,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct 
a  sewer  from  Four  Corners  to  connect  with  the  present 
sewer  in  East  Main  Street  in  the  Village  of  Three  Rivers, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  64.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct 
a  cinder  or  gravel  walk  from  Four  Corners  to  connect  with 
the  tar  walk  at  Charles  Street  in  the  Village  of  Three 
Rivers,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  65.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct 
a  tar  walk  on  Bourne  Street  in  the  Village  of  Three  Rivers 
beginning  at  a  point  opposite  land  of  William  Potvin  and 
ending  at  a  point  opposite  the  residence  of  Jan  Banart, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

same. 

Article  71.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  join  with 
Monson  in  the  construction  of  a  new  bridge  over  the  Qua- 
boag  River  between  Bridge  Street  in  Palmer  and  State 
Avenue  in  Monson,  and  improve  the  approach  on  the  Pal- 
mer side,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  72.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  release 
and  quitclaim  to  the  Thorndike  Company  the  rights  and 
privileges  conveyed  to  the  town  by  deed  of  Charles  C. 
Hamilton  and  Eva  M.  Hamilton  dated  June  5,  1911,  and 
recorded  with  Hampden  County  Deeds,  Book  806,  Page 
226,  in,  upon,  over  and  through  the  land  and  premises 
described  in  said  deed  and  now  owned  by  said  Thorndike 
Company,  upon  consideration  that  said  Thorndike  Com- 
pany shall  forever  supply  from  its  pipe  line  water  to  the 
town  farm  buildings,  free  of  charge,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 

Gentlemen: —  I  herewith  present  my  tenth  annual 
report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Palmer.  This  is 
the  twenty-eighth  in  the  series  of  reports  issued  by  the 
superintendents  of  the  town. 

A  COMPLEX  ORGANIZATION— THE  SCHOOL 

The  administration  of  a  public  school  system  is,  to- 
day, a  complex  task.  The  ramifications  that  have  shot 
off  from  the  teaching  of  "The  Three  R's,"  once  the  sole 
business  of  education,  are  so  many  and  varied  as  to  call 
for  knowledge  and  skill  in  many  lines.  Originally,  the 
main  requirement  was  ability  to  teach.  Now,  with  the 
recent  enactments  of  legislatures,  a  school  administrator 
must  be  not  only  an  educator,  a  business  man,  and  a  diplo- 
mat, but  also  a  lawyer,  a  doctor  and  a  psychologist.  The 
man  who  can  perform  well  in  any  one  of  these  six  callings 
is  a  fortunate  individual,  indeed.  A  superintendent  in  a 
small  school  system  has  to  attempt  to  do  all  of  these  du- 
ties because  he  has  no  one  to  whom  he  can  deputize  them. 

Briefly  summarized,  these  are  some  of  the  many  du- 
ties entailed  by  the  incumbency  of  the  office  of  superin- 
tendent of  schools: — (1)  The  hiring  and  supervising  of 
teachers.  (No  function  that  befalls  a  superintendent  is 
more  important  than  this,  for  it  is  a  truism  that  the 
teachers  make  eighty-five  per  cent.  (85%)  of  the  success 
or  failure  of  any  school  system.) 

(2)    The  planning  and  outlining  of  the  course  of 
study  in  every  subject,  grade  by  grade.      (In  spite  of 
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claims  to  the  contrary,  a  definite,  graduated,  and  full 
course  of  study  is  an  invaluable  aid.  Without  it,  no 
school  system  can  function  effectively  in  all  its  working 
parts.) 

(3)  The  wise  and  economical  administration 
of  the  business  of  the  school  system.  (Locally,  a  budget 
in  excess  of  $100,000  is  expended.  Were  this  amount  a 
generous  sum,  one  ample  to  supply  all  the  actual  needs, 
the  administering  would  be  sufficiently  complicated. 
Where  it  is  not,  and,  consequently,  the  needs  supplied 
are  arrived  at  by  a  process  of  elimination,  the  task  is  not 
simple,  to  express  it  mildly.) 

(4)  The  keeping  of  those  who  have  the  legis- 
lative power  informed  of  the  constantly  changing  trend 
of  things  educational.  (A  school  committee  rightly  ex- 
pects its  chief  executive  officer  to  give  them  such  infor- 
mation. The  manner  and  thoroughness  of  such  supply 
can  mean  much  to  a  school  system.) 

(5)  The  handling  of  all  questions  that  arise 
in  the  daily  administration  of  the  schools.  (These  may 
come  from  teachers,  parents,  pupils,  and  citizens.  Many 
cases  arise  which  call  for  information  as  to  why  this,  that, 
or  the  other  is  done,  or  is  not  done.  The  reasons  must 
be  given  courteously,  yet  oftentimes  firmly.) 

(6)  The  treatment  of  the  public,  from  the 
humblest  to  the  highest,  if  we  adopt  the  strata  imposed 
by  the  social  world,  in  an  absolutely  and  uniformly  fair 
and  square  manner.  (Where  decisions  extend  over  a 
long  period  of  time,  this  is  "some"  task,  no  matter  how 
good  one's  intentions  may  be,  because  the  matter  of 
precedent,  the  handling  of  a  similiar  case  at  a  previous 
time,  must  be  borne  in  mind.  Even  an  unconscious  and 
unintentioned  variance  often  spells  disaster.) 

(7)  The  compliance  with  the  law,  both  by  the 
schools  and  by  the  parents.  (Legislation  is  constantly 
increasing  which  calls  for  an  enlargement  of  school  activi 
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ties.  For  instance,  recently  the  establishment  of  contin- 
uation schools  and  special  classes  for  pupils  three  or  more 
years  retarded  mentally  are  fair  samples.  The  study  pre- 
ceding and  the  final  establishment  of  such  classes  of  edu- 
cational work  are  jobs  in  themselves.  Then,  again,  the  ad- 
ministering of  employment  certificates  is  no  mean  under- 
taking; neither  is  the  proper  enforcement  of  school  at- 
tendance laws.) 

(8)  The  administration  of  a  properly  function- 
ing health  work.  (To-day  medical  inspectors  and  school 
nurses  are  as  necessary,  just  as  necessary,  as  teachers. 
Health  is  recognized  as  a  social,  a  community  concern. 
The  quality  of  future  citizenry  is  dependent,  in  no  small 
degree,  upon  the  health  of  the  present  generation;  the 
present  generation  cannot  do  its  own  work  in  the  world 
without  proper  health.) 

(9)  The  proper  care  of  all  children  who  have 
any  handicaps — physical,  mental  or  moral.  (The  num- 
ber of  perfectly  normal  children  is  not  as  large  as  many 
believe,  as  all  would  like  to  believe.  If  they  have  any 
remediable  defects,  if  they  can  be  placed  in  a  condition 
where  they  can  be  of  service  to  themselves  and  society,  it 
is  the  desire  of  all  right-thinking  people  to  bring  this 
thing  to  pass.  Knowledge  of  the  child — his  nature,  in- 
stincts, mind,  body,  etc. — is  an  absolute  prerequisite  for 
successful  operation  along  this  line.) 

(10)  The  functioning  of  many  allied  activities, 
some  of  which  are  in  direct  'charge  of  school  committees. 
(Playground  work,  for  example,  is  generally  under  school 
control.  Successful  work  of  this  nature  involves  a  knowl- 
edge of  its  own  peculiar  technique.  Community  work 
in  general,  particularly  educational  and  oftentimes  recre- 
ational, is  tied  up  with  school  departments.) 

Sufficiently  numerous  functions  have  been  men- 
tioned to  show  the  breadth  and  variety  of  school  opera- 
tion. The  enumeration  is  given,  simply  and  solely,  to 
show  the  complex  organization  of  an  up-to-date  school 
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system.  Nothing  is  more  complex,  for,  when  the  last 
word  has  been  spoken,  there  is  not  a  thing — animate  or 
inanimate — as  intricate,  involved,  non-understandable, 
and  defying  of  solution  as  human  nature  itself.  The 
school's  raw  material  and  finished  product  are  human 
nature.  No  thought — direct  or  implied — of  personal 
reference  is  entertained  in  the  above  statements.  The 
intert  is  to  set  forth  the  varied  functioning  of  a  school 
system  in  order  that  all  may  recognize  its  place  in  a  com- 
munity ;  that  no  one  may  assume  rightfully  that  a  public 
school  system  is  not  attempting  a  "man's  job."  There  is 
no  bigger  job.  Others  may  be  more  spectacular;  none 
is  bigger. 

THE  NEW  HIGH  SCHOOL 

This  subject  has  been  dealt  with  so  much  and  so 
often  in  these  reports  as  to  become  trite.  It  must  appear 
once  more — and  we  trust  finally — for  the  need  that  first 
called  forth  its  appearance  is  acuter  than  formerly.  The 
last  concession  has  been  made — that  is,  that  can  be  made 
in  justice  to  the  boys  and  girls  of  Palmer — to  any  and 
all  conditions,  whether  financial  or  industrial,  actual  or 
fancied.  A  school  must  be  built  and  built  immediately. 
If  there  is  still  a  "doubting  Thomas,"  read  this  condensa- 
tion of  facts  sufficiently  slowly  to  allow  complete  seepage:

IV) .  Summary. 

A  new  high  school  will  solve  for  some  time  all  school 
needs.  This  conclusion  seems  so  inevitable  that  further 
argument  would  appear  needless.  If  such  is  the  case, 
may  action  based  upon  this  conclusion  be  immediately 
forthcoming.  The  difficulty  in  the  past  has  not  been  that 
of  conclusion-forming,  but  rather  crystallized  carrying- 
out  of  conclusion  when  formed.  May  the  period  of  pas- 
sivity end  and  a  period  of  activity  begin! 

Cost 

The  thought  uppermost  in  everybody's  mind  the 
past  few  years  under  the  regime  of  high  prices  has  beers 
"the  high  cost  of  living."  Discususion  ad  infinitum  has 
been  indulged  in,  but  unfortunately  this  condition  has 
not  been  an  academic  matter — it  has  been  a  real  live  fact. 

Schools,  as  well  as  every  individual  and  business, 
have  been  engulfed  in  the  sea  of  mounting  prices.  There 
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has  not  been  even  the  natural  ebb  tide;  it  has  been  one 
continuous  flood  tide.  The  pprices  are  staggering  on  all 
school  materials.  Note  these  comparisons  based  upon 
actual  bills  rendered  the  local  school  department  in  1914 
and  1920:

A  study  of  the  above  comparison  plainly  indicates 
what  school  departments  must  consider  in  making  out 
their  budget  at  the  present  time.  It  is  a  safe  assertion 
to  say  that  the  purchasing  power  of  two  dollars  ($2)  to- 
day is  far  less  than  that  of  one  dollar  ($1)  in  1914  in  the 
field  of  school  finance. 

A  further  interesting  comparison  based  on  the 
figures  from  the  three  hundred  fifty-four  towns  and  cities 
in  Massachusetts  gives  these  facts  concerning  Palmer: 


In  brief,  while  Palmer's  total  cost  has  increased 
markedly  in  late  years,  she  still  maintains  her  rank  as 
one  of  the  towns  which  have  the  lowest  cost  per  pupil  in 
average  membership.

Palmer's  relatively  low  standing  as  to  cost  per  pupil 
is  noticeable  apparently,  no  matter  what  kind  of  com- 
parison is  made. 
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Education,  no  matter  how  costly,  is  an  absolute  ne- 
cessity. It  cannot,  by  any  stretch  of  the  imagination,  be 
included  in  the  luxury  class.  No  matter  what  it  costs,  it 
must  be  had.  The  better  the  education  provided,  even 
though  at  a  larger  expense,  the  better  is  the  economy 
practiced.  The  difference  between  the  savage  and  civil- 
ized man  is  largely  that  of  education.  The  highly  civil- 
ized country  is  the  one  where  the  many — not  the  few — 
have  a  good  education.  The  yearly  cost  of  education  is 
merely  the  payment  of  an  insurance  policy  which  guar- 
antees future  success  and  happiness  to  any  community  so 
investing. 

EXTENSION  WORK 

The  extension  work  was  broadened  somewhat  this 
year.  This  feature  of  school  work  locally  is  but  in  its  in- 
fancy. School  facilities  should  be  used  to  their  utmost 
capacity;  there  should  be  the  widest  possible  utilization 
of  school  buildings  for  all  purposes  that  make  for  the 
good  of  the  community.  The  use  of  buildings  approxi- 
mately one  thousand  (1000)  hours  per  year  which  repre  - 
sent an  investment  of  one  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  is 
poor  business  judgment.  The  buildings  belong  to  the  ci- 
tizens of  the  Town  of  Palmer  and  these  same  owners 
ought,  under  proper  restrictions,  to  have  the  use  of  their 
buildings  at  any  time  which  does  not  interfere  with  the 
regular  school  work. 

The  use  of  school  buildings  as  community  centers  is 
becoming  more  and  more  prevalent  throughout  the  coun- 
try. The  granting  of  permission  to  make  such  use  seems 
only  a  matter  of  wisdom,  sanity,  and  fairness.  All  newT 
buildings  constructed  should  be  planned  with  community 
use  in  mind.  The  new  high  school,  when  erected,  should 
be  so  planned  and  constructed  as  to  furnish  ample  ac- 
commodations for  all  sorts  and  kinds  of  legitimate  use  by 
the  public.  This  means  that,  as  a  prime  and  indispensable 
adjunct,  an  assembly  hall  of  sufficient  size  to  meet  all 
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needs  for  years  to  come,  together  with  a  gymnasium, 
should  be  constructed,  both  to  be  placed  at  the  use  of  the 
public  outside  of  school  hours. 

Successful  work  in  gardening  was  con- 
Gardening  ducted  last  summer.   The  percentage  of 

loss  from  original  enrollment  was  larger 
than  in  previous  years,  not  because  of  lack  of  interest, 
but  because  of  the  imposition  of  a  different  standard, 
failure  to  conform  to  whidh  meant  ineligibility  or  loss  of 
membership. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  more  than  three  hun- 
dred (300)  pupils  signified  a  desire  to  undertake  garden- 
ing work,  as  follows: — Thorndike,  60;  Bondsville,  44; 
Three  Rivers,  94;  Palmer,  102;  High  School,  12;  Total, 
312.  These  eliminations  were  necessary  at  the  outset 
because  of  lack  of  land: — Thorndike,  51;  Bondsville,  16; 
Palmer,  34;  Total,  101.  After  first  inspection,  a  further 
reduction  of  101  was  made  for  these  reasons: — (1)  Poor 
soil ;  (2)  very  small  plots ;  (3)  lack  of  system.  The  second 
inspection  caused  an  additional  reduction  of  30  for  these 
reasons: —  (1)  Failure  to  weed;  (2)  failure  to  thin  where 
needed;  (3)  indifference.  A  stiff  form  of  final  report 
reduced  the  numbers  to  60.

A  study  of  these  two  preceding  tables  indicates  that 
some  of  the  girls  in  our  graded  schools  are  getting  good 
knowledge  and  skill  in  certain  features  of  home-making. 
The  great  weakness — and  the  great  pity — is  that  all  are 
not  getting  this  training.  Ninety  per  cent.  (90%)  of  all 
girls  become  eventually  home-makers.  They  should  have 
some  training  during  school  days  in  this  art,  for  surely 
it  is  no  less  than  art.  To  employ  a  much  used  advertising 
expression,  the  phrase  "Eventually — Why  Not  Now?"  ex- 


presses  what  should  be  done  in  this  matter.  If  they  are 
to  be  eventually  home-makers,  why  not  train  them  now? 
The  influence  of  the  good  home — it  must  be  kept  well, 
furnish  good  food,  etc. — is  unlimited  in  its  possibilities 
for  making  good  citiezns. 

Last  spring  a  millinery  class  was  con- 
Millinery  ducted  under  the  diretcion  of  the  Hamp- 
den County  Improvement  League.  The 
following  are  the  essential  statistics: —  Enrollment,  26; 
observers,  5 ;  meetings,  13 ;  number  turning  in  reports,  23 ; 
number  helped  by  those  taking  course,  4 ;  number  of  hats 
renovated,  18;  number  of  new  hats  made,  35;  total  esti- 
mated saving,  $368.16.

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A  course  in  Conversational  French 
French  Class  was  conducted  in  the  high  school 

under  the  auspices  of  the  Division  of 
University  Extension,  State  Department  of  Education, 
last  winter.  The  enrollment  was  60;  the  average  atten- 
dance, 20;  the  number  completing  the  course,  11.  The 
class  started  late  in  the  fall  and  was  inconvenienced  by 
extremely  bad  weather  in  the  winter. 

This  year  the  course  is  being  continued  with  an  en- 
rollment of  30.  Those  enrolled  will  undoubtedly  finish  the 
course  without  many  defections. 

Courses  can  be  offered  in  many  subjects,  if  there  are 
twenty  or  more  persons  desirous  of  taking  them.  At  any 
time  the  Superintendent  stands  ready  to  assist  in  organiz- 
ing such  classes.  Any  of  the  following  courses  can  be 
given: — Elementary  English,  English  Composition*,  Ap- 
preciation of  English  Literature*,  Commercial  Correspon- 
dence, United  States  History*,  Commercial  Spanish,  Con- 
versational Spanish,  Sociology*,  Conversational  French, 
Freehand  Drawing,  Practical  Applied  Mathematics,  Prin- 
ciples of  Accounting*,  etc. 

*  The  asterisk  indicates  courses  of  college  grade. 

The  School  Committee  has  defin- 
Americanization  itely  decided  to  do  intensive 

work  in  Americanization.  This 
work  is  financed  on  a  "50-50"  basis  by  the  State  and 
Town.  The  various  industries  in  Palmer  are  to  co-oper- 
ate. Mr.  Hurley  has  been  appointed  Director  and  about 
twelve  teachers  are  taking  the  course  of  instruction  out- 
lined by  the  State  leading  to  State  certification. 

Classes  will  be  held  in  the  industries,  in  the  schools, 
and  in  outside  buildings,  as  opportunity  is  offered  and 
good  judgment  dictates.  The  work  will  be  graded  to  suit 
the  needs  of  the  particular  classes,  from  the  most  elemen- 
tary on,  with  especial  emphasis  upon  citizenship. 

The  aims  of  this  work  may  be  briefly  stated  as  fol- 
lows:—      (1)  To  make  English  a  common  medium  of 
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speech.  (2)  To  establish  better  relationship  between  all 
Americans.  (3)  To  preserve  the  best  contributions 
brought  from  the  Old  World  and  unite  them  with  the 
best  ideals  of  the  New.  (4)  To  prepare  aliens  for  citi- 
zenship.    (5)  To  make  a  united  people,  loyal  to  America. 

The  problem  is  especially  acute  locally,  as  this  concise 
statement  will  prove: —  There  are  three  hundred  fifty- 
four  (354)  towns  and  cities  in  Massachusetts,  only 
eighteen  (18)  of  which  have  a  larger  percentage  of  in- 
habitants who  come  from  non-English-speaking  countries 
than  Palmer.  Twelve  (12)  communities  only  exceed  Pal- 
mer in  the  percentage  of  foreign-born  who  cannot  read 
and  write  English.  In  the  last  State  census,  these  figures 
for  Palmer  were  obtained : —  Population,  9,468 ;  foreign- 
born  from  non-English-speaking  countries,  2,591 ;  foreign- 
born  who  cannot  read  and  write  English,  2,017,  or  62.3 
per  cent. 

HEALTH  WORK 

Health  work  in  the  Palmer  Schools  has  been  done  on 
a  larger  scale  during  1920  than  ever  before.  This  start — 
and  it  is  a  start  only — should  be  followed  up  by  the  adop- 
tion of  a  concrete,  definite  program  of  yearly  action. 

This  year  some  seven  hundred  fifty 
Physical  (750)  pupils  were  examined.  The 

Examinations  examination  was  thoroughly  and 

well  done.  This  number  comprises, 
nevertheless,  only  one-third  of  our  enrollment.  The  re- 
maining two-thirds  need  to  be  examined.  The  three- 
thirds  need  an  examination  each  year.  A  comprehensive 
physical  card  has  been  adopted  and  should  bear  the  facts 
brought  out  each  year  by  such  examination  while  the 
child  is  in  school.  It  is  to  be  most  ardently  hoped  that  the 
good  beginning  may  be  but  the  forerunner  of  an  effective 
yearly  examination. 

The  best  evidence  of  the  need  of  this  work  is  the  re- 
port of  the  medical  inspection  of  the  Three  Rivers  school, 
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the  only  school  that  was  wholly  examined.  The  defects 
found  were: — Throat — large  tonsils,  adenoids,  defective 
nasal  breathing,  mouth  breathing,  elongated  uvula — 74; 
lungs — rales — 44;  heart — nitro  regurgitation,  blowing 
systolic  murmur — 11;  eyes — slight  squint,  internal  squint 
convergent  squint,  cataract,  poor  vision — 18;  orthopedic 
— congenital  dislocation  of  hip,  double  dislocation  of  hip, 
tubercular  hip,  slight  scoliosis  to  left,  5 ;  glands — enlarge- 
ment of  thyroid,  cervical,  axillary — 11;  skin — eczema, 
rash,  impetigo — 8;  mentally  deficient — 12;  undernour- 
ished—69. 

Parents  have  been  notified  and  a  careful  follow-up 
is  in  operation.  As  a  result,  many  remediable  defects  will 
be  rectified  and  many  a  child  given  a  better  chance  in  life. 
Is  it  not  surprising  how  parsimonious  and  penurious  of- 
tentimes people — individually  and  collectively — are  in 
spending  money  to  keep  in  order  the  wonderful  temple  of 
the  soul,  fashioned  in  the  image  of  God — the  body?  It  is 
a  double  duty — the  individual's  and  society's. 

A  school  nurse  has  been  added  to 
School  Nurse  the  school  department.     The  nurse 

has  been  on  duty  a  short  time  thus 
far  and  it  is  possible  to  give  a  report  of  her  work  for  the 
first  month  only.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  she  has  had  to 
proceed  slowly  in  this  work — for  Palmer,  a  new  venture — 
this  report  shows  much  work  done  and  much  work  de- 
manding attention.

The  four  important  things  that  can  be  effected  by  a 
school  nurse  are: 

(1)  Greater  personal  cleanliness  of  the  most  ordinary 
sort.  (There  is  ever  present  such  common  tokens  of  un- 
cleanliness  as  head  lice.  While  these  parasites  may  be- 
gin life  in  filthy  conditions,  they  do  not  stay  at  home,  but 
are,  oftentimes,  geat  migrators;  and  rarely,  if  ever,  are 
they  respecters  of  person.  There  is  always  present  the 
child  who  bathes  neither  self  nor  clothing.  His  neighbor 
often  has  no  choice  of  seat  and  has  reason,  therefore,  to 
demand  pleasant  surroundings.  A  tactful  nurse  will  ac- 
complish the  right  thing.) 

(2)  .  Better  health  conditions  in  a  general  way, 
(Many  pupils  are  in  need  of  simple  correctives  in  order 
that  they  may  enjoy  better  mental  and  physical  condition. 
Without  a  school  nurse  to  follow  up  these  cases,  nothing 
will  be  done  in  a  great  majority  of  instances.  The  right 
kind  of  medical  inspection,  followed  by  the  right  kind  of 
nurse  visitation,  will  prove  effective  in  seventy-five  (75) 
per  cent,  of  the  cases.  This  is  not  personal  opinion ;  it  is, 
rather,  the  experience  of  thousands  of  school  systems 
which  have  been  doing  this  sort  of  thing  for  years.) 

(3)  .  Americanization  work  of  the  most  effective  na- 
ture. (Every  parent  is  interested  in  his  child.  Anyone 
who  is  interested  in  the  child  becomes  a  friend  of  the 
parent.  A  school  nurse  who  visits  homes  and  shows  par- 
ents that  the  sole  purpose  of  her  visit  is  to  improve  the 
child's  condition  will  be  able  to  get  under  the  hide  of 
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the  most  obstinate  and  indifferent  parent  conceivable. 
When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  there  are  in  Palmer  a  large 
number  of  mothers  of  foreign  extraction  who  have  no  con- 
tact with  any  people  other  than  those  of  their  own  na- 
tionality, it  can  be  readily  seen  that  the  visit  of  such  a 
person  will  do  mudh  to  instruct  them  in  American  ways, 
ideas,  and  ideals.  Were  not  health  work  to  be  considered 
at  all,  the  possibilities  along  the  line  of  Americanization 
would  make  the  employment  of  such  a  person  well  worth 
while.) 

(4).  Better  attendance  on  the  part  of  pupils.  (A 
great  many  cases  of  irregular  attendance  are  due  to 
health  or  economic  conditions.  The  school  nurse  will 
visit  the  home  of  absentees ;  ascertain  the  reason  for  the 
absence ;  correct,  when  possible  by  suggestion,  the  cause ; 
and,  when  unable  to  do  this,  report  to  the  Superintendent 
so  that  he  can,  if  necessary,  bring  compulsion  to  bear.) 

Last  spring  through  financial  assis- 
Home  Care  tance  of  the  Red  Cross,  classes  in  the 
Of  the  Sick        above  were  instituted  in  Palmer  and 

Three  Rivers  for  girls  in  Grades  VI  to 
IX,  inclusive.  There  are,  in  all,  about  fifteen  (15)  classes 
in  operation,  with  an  enrollment  of  about  fifteen  (15) 
girls  per  class.  These  classes  are  keenly  enjoyed  and  do 
much  practical  work.  The  course  includes  the  many 
things  that  fall  under  such  classification  as : — Care  of  the 
sick  room;  personal  cleanliness;  care  of  infant;  hygiene 
of  clothing;  administering  of  medicines ;  feeding  the  sick; 
simple  ailments  and  remedies;  first  aid. 

Simple  nutrition  work  ought  to  be  done 
Nutrition  in  all  the  schools.      There  are  a  large 

numer  of  undernourished  children  in  the 
schools.  A  simple  remedy  would  be  the  provision  of  at 
least  a  glass  of  milk  once  or  twice  a  day.  In  most  cases, 
the  pupils  could  pay  the  cost.  It  is  hoped  that,  before  the 
year  expires,  a  careful  investigation  can  be  made  along 
these  lines  and  eventually  something  done. 
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The  provision  by  the  Palmer  Branch  of  the  Red  Cross 
of  (hot  lunches  at  cost  at  the  Palmer  Grammar  School  will 
prove  highly  beneficial  to  the  large  number  of  pupils — 
approximately  one  hundred  (100) — who  stay  at  school 
during  the  noon  hour.  An  engine  must  have  proper  fuel ; 
a  body,  proper  food.  Unless  they  do,  neither  can  do  its 
work. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  demonstration  by  a  private  or- 
ganization will  be  continued  as  a  definite  part  of  the 
school  department. 

CONTINUATION  SCHOOL 

Chapter  311,  General  Acts  of  1919,  requires  every 
town  or  city  accepting  this  act,  if  within  its  limits  during 
the  last  calendar  year  two  hundred  (200)  or  more  minors 
under  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age  were  regularly  employed, 
to  maintain  a  Continuation  School,  the  same  to  commence 
in  September. 

During  the  present  calendar  year,  Palmer  had  ap- 
proximately two  hundred  fifty  (250)  such  minors  and 
must,  therefore,  begin  to  operate  such  a  school  in  Sep- 
tember, 1921.  The  expense  involved  is  considerable  and  is 
borne  on  a  "50-50"  basis  by  town  and  State. 

This  school  is  for  employed  minors  fourteen  (14)  to 
sixteen  (16)  years  of  age.  While  employed,  these  minors 
are  required  to  attend  this  school  at  least  four  (4)  hours 
per  week.  During  unemployment,  or  between  employ- 
ments, these  minors  are  required  to  attend  this  school  at 
least  twenty  (20)  hours  per  week.  The  continuation 
school  must  furnish  a  means  of  vocational  guidance  to 
the  pupils  and  offer  general  improvement  courses. 

In  brief,  the  design  of  the  continuation  school  is  to 
perform  these  functions: 

1).  To  afford  minors  an  opportunity  to  con- 
tinue their  general  education  and  become  more  intelligent 
citizens. 
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2)  .  To  help  these  minors  to  get  the  most  out 
of  their  immediate  employment ;  to  prevent  much  drifting 
in  industry ;  to  save  time  lost  through  unemployment. 

3)  .  To  reduce  the  number  of  juvenile  misfits  by 
helping  these  minors  to  make  more  intelligent  choice  of 
occupations,  and  to  advance  them  from  unskilled  to  skilled 
trades. 

4)  .  To  establish  co-operative  relations  between 
the  schools  and  the  employers. 

BILLS  PAYABLE 

A  vote  at  Town  Meeting  a  few  years  ago  requires 
every  department  to  report  bills  payable  and  receivable. 
This  year  the  School  Department  has  a  formidable  grist 
of  them  to  report.  They  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this 
report  in  itemized  form. 

A  study  of  the  comparative  costs  in  1914  and  1920 
in  the  front  part  of  this  report  will  explain,  in  a  measure, 
part  of  the  reason  for  the  poor  showing  made.  The  un- 
certainty of  prices  has  been  too  much  for  anyone  to  gauge 
accurately  a  year  in  advance.  This  is  especially  true  in 
the  prices  of  books  and  paper.  For  example,  books  cost 
about  one  hundred  (100)  per  cent  more  than  formerly. 
The  larger  part  of  this  increase  has  become  effective  since 
our  budget  for  1920  was  figured. 

There  is  no  desire  to  offer  any  alibis,  though  alibis, 
ad  infinitum  and  ad  nauseam,  can  be  offered.  Briefly 
stated,  these  facts  should  be  borne  in  mind: —  (1).  This 
is  practically  the  first  occurrence  in  ten  (10)  years. 
(2).  An  unusually  large  increase  in  price  of  school  ma- 
terials has  taken  place  since  the  estimates  for  the  year  of 
1920  were  made.  (3).  There  was  an  increased  enrollment 
of  one  hundred  sixty  (160)  pupils,  larger  than  usual,  in- 
volving a  large  expense  in  furniture,  books,  supplies,  and 
teachers  to  care  for  these  pupils.  Nine  (9)  additional 
teachers  have  been  added  since  October.  It  is  a  conserva- 
tive estimate  to  say  the  resultant  furniture,  supply,  and 
teacher  cost  amounted  to  more  than  $4,000.

RECOMMENDATIONS 
I  make  but  two  recommendations: 

1)  .  That  a  new  high  school  building  be  erected 
at  once,  one  ample  in  size  and  suited  in  design  for  a 
needed  expansion  of  curriculum  and  for  a  wide  community 
use. 

2)  .  That  the  School  Committee  recommend  to 
the  Town  that  playgrounds  be  provided,  equipped,  and 
supervised  in  every  village  in  town  and  that  the  control 
of  same  be  placed  in  the  School  Department. 

CONCLUSION 

This  report  has  not  dealt  with  many  matters  of  vital 
interest  at  all;  with  those  mentioned,  it  has  dealt  but 
briefly.  The  reason  is  the  high  cost  of  printing. 

Because  of  this  cost,  much  tabular  material  in  the  ap- 
pendix is  omitted.  The  belief  that  the  public  will  sup- 
port, morally  and  financially,  a  public  school  system  that 
is  open  and  above-board,  that  will  "lay  its  cards  on  the 
table"  is  still  strong  in  the  mind  of  the  writer.  He  has, 
.therefore,  continued  his  policy  of  giving  all  information 
possible  in  the  space  allowed,  preferring  to  do  this  by 
word  and  figure  rather  than  by  figure  only. 

In  concluding,  the  Superintendent  wishes  to  express 
his  appreciation  of  the  exceptionally  generous,  cordial, 
and  latitudinous  treatment  accorded  him  by  the  School 
Committee ;  of  the  co-operation  and  active  support  of  the 
teachers ;  of  the  fairness  and  support  of  the  public.
